STORK OF~Sui FIGHT 


The Young Officer Says Three Span- 


ish Vessels Were Sunk By' 


Their Own Men. 


A JAPANESE KOEBELE. 


VANCOUVER, B C , Sept. 19 -Lieut. 


Hobson of Merrlmac fame arrived from 
the Philippines by the steamship Em- 
press of India today, where he has been 
inspecting the 
reconstruction of the 


Spanish warships sunk at Manila bay. 
Lieut. Hobson was met by a large crowd, 
eager to get a glimpse of the young 
American hero. He was Introduced to 
a large number of American citizens here 
and talked freely, to all those who desired 
to interview him. 


To a number of newspaper reporters, 


whom he arranged to see together, he 
expressed himself as willing to answer 
any reasonable questions. Asked aa to 
the conditions of the hulls of the Isla de 
Cuba, the Isla de Luzon and the rest of 
the Spanish craft that went down in th 
fight of Manila bay, Lieut. Hobson stat- 
ed that the damage to the hulls was .main 
ly the result of six months' surgmergence 
In the water. The upper works had been 
badly damaged by fire and the woodwork 
bad been destroyed, while the Iron waa 
twisted into every conceivable shape by 
the action of the heat Lieut. Hobson 
was then asked what, in his opinion, was 
the direct cause of the foundering of the 
ships. Lieut Hobson replied1 


"Why. the Spaniards pulled out the 


plugs and opened the valves. They sank 
the ships themselves. Our shell fire dk 
very little damage." 


"Then they were not Injured? Not In 


Jured below the water line?" was asked. 


Lieut Hobson replied: "Very little. We 


had practically done them no damage at 
all." 


Lieut Hobson left today for Brooklyn, 


where-he will report to the commandant 
and then aek for leave of absence. /If he 
gets this he will go to his home in Ala- 
bt>ma~ When In Vancouver he made 
very good impression by'hie manly ap- 
pearance and modest demeanor.

NOBTH ATLANTIC FLEET. 


Jt Will Combine With the Army for 


Maneuvers. 


NEWPORT, R I.. Sept. 
22.— The 


North Atlantic squadron under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral FarqHihar will 
remain here until about October 1. 
During Its visit the combined army 
and navy maneuvers off this port Trill 
take place. The plans have been drawn 
up and worked out at the naval college 
under the direction of the President, 
Capt. Stockton. Admiral Farquhar, 
the senior officer will be ci^imander-ln- 
chlef of the combined operations. The 
maneuvers will continue a week and 
the North Atlantic squadron, the tor- 
pedo fleet and the artillery forces at 
Forts Adams and Greble will take part 
In them/ The operations will constitute 
In a general way a blockade of Narra- 
sansett bay, an attack on the fortifi- 
cations by the fleet, a defence of the 
bay by the land forces and offensive 
and defensive 
work by the 
torpedo 


fleet. Including the Holland. 


No official announcement plan has 


aa yet been made, although it is ex- 
pected this will be ready to be Issued 
today. 
It is learned that the squadron will 


probably leave the harbor on Sunday 
>r Monday. Outside the ships of the 
fleet -will establish a blockade which the 
torpedo craft, Including the Holland, 
will attempt to break through. Later 
there will be a combined attack df the 
main squadron and the torpedo fleet 
upon the city and Its defenses at Fort 
Adams' and Fort Greble.

The people have been taught to warm 
themselves over little dishes of char- 
coal, they have been obliged to use 
bamboo and thatch instead of lumber 
and shingles for many of their habita- 
tions; and as regards fences they either 
use bamboo or hedges or they mark 
boundary lines with ditches.

Controversy.

Various Parties Set Forth Their Re 


quests to the Hawaiian 


Government. 


Water rights in the Wahiawa district 


occupied the attention of the Gover- 
nor's council throughout its session 
yesterday. For the Wahiawa settlers 
W. O. Smith appeared supported by L. 
R. Kellogg. W. P. Thomas and H. R. 
Haana of the Settlers' Association. F 
M. Hatch- was on hand to protect the 
interests of the Wahiawa Sugar Com- 
pany and Manager Goodale for the 
Walalua Agricultural Company. 


Tbe meeting was devoted principally 


to discussion of the question of grant- 
ing the water right to the company 
*» 
which Is to be organized to conserve 
the water of the Kuakonahua stream 
which will water the entire lands of the 
Association aa well/as those of the two 
sugar companies. A memorandum was 
presented by which the various parties 
have proposed to settle their relative 
righto. 


This memorandum is an agreement 


between Mary K. Clark and.her hus- 
band Byron O. Clark, and XT G. Kel- 
logg, the'Walalua Agricultural 
pany, the Hawaiian Fruit and

By Its terms a corporation was to be 


formed for the purpose of constructing 
dams, ditches, etc., to collect and store 
the waters above the Wahiawa lands 
of the Kaukonahua stream. The Wai* 
alua Agricultural Company was to fur- 
nish 1250,000 for the building of the 
ditches and dams and reservoirs, and 
the watec.was to be distributed equit- 
ably according to the shares in the new 
corporation which each of the parties 
subscribed for. 


The propositions made to the Gov- 


ernment to secure the control of the 
land* for the preservation and utilizing 
of the water are included In letters 
from th&.'Wahiawa Sugar Company and 
the HffWsflan Fruit and Plant Com- 
pany. The first named letter is as fol- 
lows:

To place in charge a. competent for- 
ester and three assistants entirely at our 
own expense, whose duty It shall be to 
clear tne lands of lantana and other nox- 
ious underbrush and to replant such 
portions aa have been denuded by flre or 
other cause and to prevent such wanton 
destruction of the forest In future. 


All work covered by agreements herein 
to be performed to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner of Agriculture or his au- 
thorized agent and replanting of lands to 
bo accomplished in such manner and with 
such plans as the Commissioner may di- 
rect or furnish.

A CRAZY NEGRO 


ABOARD THE SHIP 


Armed With Club and Ka/ ir.he 


Creates a Panic While 


at Sea, 


A crazy man in a forecastle la an In- 


teresting state of affairs aboard ship. 


The American ship Fort George, 


arrived from 
Oyster Harbor yeuterday 


morning-, had a madman aboard and the 
captain and crew tell exciting tales of 
what he did during the latter part of the 
vcyase down here. 


The crazy man did his very best to clean 


out the vessel, and Captain Morse bears 
various and sundry marke of the Tuna- 
tic's partial success. His name is R. 
George and he is a native of the West 
tr.dles,-26 years of age and six feet four 
it'ches in height. 


The madman first showed signs of in- 
sanity 'on the 17th instant. On that day 
tie went for the man at the wheel, as- 
serting that the*feUow had threatened to 
srcot him. After this George retired to 
-.is bunk, lit his pipe and made it known 
that he was not Inclined to work for the 
rest of the day. 
Captain Morse, thinking It possible that 
.he white1* men of the crew might nave 
Imposed upon George, went forward to 
in\esttgate the matter. Seeing that the 
fellow was evidently In the wrong, the 
'aptaln ordered him confined, and he was 
stowed away for safe keeping. After he 
had been imprisoned for a little while he 
appeared to be all right and he was con- 
sequently released. 
Then the fun—if Jt can be called fun- 
commenced. George practically owned 
ship for a little while. He knocked 
things right and left and started on the 
varpath with a glistening razor and a 
dargerouR-looklng club. Nobody felt in- 
clined to tackle the madman amtolt weald 
mve been practically impossible for any 
one man to have overcome the poor 
wretch, 
George is a giant and strong in propor- 
!on, and he had the crew of the Fort 
George In a panic. Captain Morse, realiz- 
ing that something had to be done, went 
for 
the big fellow. George, however, 


larded a blow on his body that sent him 
staggering to the ship's side. The mad- 
man had struck the skipper right near a 
spot where he had had a couple of ribs 
broken several years ago. The blow 
knocked the Captain out and he was laid 
up for three or four days as a conse- 
qtic-nce. 
George was Anally put in irons and 


chained to the main hatch and kept there 
until port was reached and he was turned 
o\ er to the police here.

from the coal famine 


At a special meeting of the Chamber 


of Commerce held yesterday afternoon 
for that purpose, It was decided that 
money should be Immediately collected 
In these Islands to help towards the re- 
lief of stricken Qalveston. 


President j. F. Hackfeld called the 


meeting to order at 3 o'clock, and in- 
formed the members of. the purpose of 
their coming together. 


"When some terrible affliction befalls 


any community, such aa the awful af- 
fair at Galveston," said Hackfeld, "it 
Is customary to appeal to tbe sympa- 
thies of all mankind for relief. 
Hu- 


manity demands that we should help 
each other to bear our troubles and it 
is only fitting- that when, as in the case 
of Galvestpn, hundreds and even thou- 
sands have lost their lives, while thou- 
sands more are left destitute and suf- 
fering for the necessities of life, that 
tr-p who'e country sh >uld rc8ponds to 
the call for help And send assistance as 
soon as possible. 


"Already, from all parts of the Unit- 


ed States, money, food and clothing 
have been sent to Galveston and it is 
most fitting that Hawaii, the youngest 
Territory of the United States should 
send along her mite to swell the gen- 
eral relief fund. 


"The right thing to be done at this 


time, it seems to me, is to appoint a 
committee to take charge of the work 
of collection. 
To place subscription 


books in all the banks and other prom- 
inent places and receive from all who 
are willing to give that which they are 
able to afford." 


Mr. Charles M. Cooke, president of 


the Bank of Hawaii, then moved that 
a committee of three be appointed by 
the chair and that money be received 
at the banks and ether prominent 
places, in any sum, big or little, and 
that all that could be collected should 
be eent by the Australia to the Coast 
on Tuesday, October 2. The 
motion 


was seconded and the president ap- 
pointed J. B. Atherton, chairman; Paul. 
Isenberg and Robert Lewers as the 
committee to take charge of raising the 
ftnda. 


Collection bureaus will be Immediate- 


ly established at the banks and the 
drug stores and posters will be placed 
In conspicuous places at these estab- 
lishments, notifying: the public of their 
opportunity to contribute towards the 
alleviation of tbe sufferings of the sur- 
vivors of the Galveston 
horror. AH
